others inſtraRion ; for the firſt, which is of neareſt concern- 
ment unto themſclves : The ſumme of their duty in this kind 
may bee reduced to theſe two heads ; Firſt, to heare the Word 
and Law of God read xtentively,eſpeccially when it was expoun. 
ded. Secondly, to medicare therein themſelves, to ltudy it day 
and night, and to get their ſenſes exerciſed in that rule of their 
duty. Concerning cach of which, we have both the precepe, and 
the pratti/e, Gods command, and their performance, The one, in 
that injunction given unto the Prieſt, Daut. 31, 11,12, 13, 
when all Iſrael i: come to appeare before the Lord thy G od, is the 
place that hee (ball cheo{e, thou ſhalt reade this LaW before all 
lſracl in their hearing « Gather the people together, men, and we 
men, and children, and thy flranger that u Within thy gates, that 
they may heare, and that they may learne, ard feare the Lord your 
God ; and that their children which have not knowne may heare 
and learne, All which we find punQtually performed on both 
{ides, Nehem. 8.2,3,4,5. Ezrathe Prieſt ſtanding on a Pul- 
pit of wood, read the Law, and gave the meaning of ir, and 
the care; of all the prople Were attentive to the Booke of the Lav. 
Which courſe continued nntiH{ there was an end put to the ob- 
{ervances of that Law ; as «At. 15. 21. Moſes of old time hath 
in every Citie them that preach him being read in the Synagoguer 
every Sabbath day : Oa which ground, not receding from their 
ancient obſervations, the people aſſembled to heare our Saviour 
_—_— With authority, Luk, 2t. 38. And $S. Pas/diverstimes 
tooke advantage of their ordinary aſſemblies to preach the Goſpel 
unto them, For the other, which concernes their own ſearch- 
ing inte the Law, and Rudying of the Word wee have a ſtri& 
command, Dexr. 6.6, 7, 8,9. And theſe Words which I com- 
mand thee thi; day ſhall bee in thy heart, and thou ſhalt teach them 
diligently unto thy children, and ſhalt t1lke of thens When thou (1t+ 
reſt in thy houſe, and When thou walkeſt by the Way, and \vhen thes 
lyeft doWwn,and When thou riſeft up; and thay ſhalt bind them for 4 
fie wpon thy hand, they foal be as frontlets between thing eyes, 
thou ſhalt Write them #por the poſts of thy hanuſe 5 npon thy fares ; 
which 
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which ſtrict charge1s agatn repeated,cap.11.18. ſummarily com- 
prehending «# Wayes Whereby they might become exerciſed in the 
Law : Now becauſe this charge is in particular given tothe 
King, Chap. 17. ver/. 18, 19, The performance of a King in 
obediencethereunto, will give us light enough into the pratts/c 
of the people :. And this we have in that moſt excellent Pſalme 
of David, viz. 119. which for the moſt part, is ſpent in petiti- 
_ onsfor /ighe, direftion, and aſſiftance in that ſixdy, in expreſſi- 
ons of the performance of this dry, and in ſpirituall glorying of 
his ſuccefl>, in his divine Afeditations : eſpecially verſe 99. hee 
aſcribeth his proficiency in beavenly Wiſedome and underſtanding 
above his teachers, not to any ſpeciall revelation, not tothat pro- 
pheticall light where with he was endued ( which indeed con- 
ſiſtmg ina tranſient irradiation of the mind, being a fupernacurall 
iImpulfion commenſurate to ſuch things as are connaturall onely 
unto God,doth of it ſelte gtve neither wiſedome nor underltand- 
ing) butunto his f»aay i» the teſtimonies of God. The bleſſings 
pronounced upon, and promiſes annexed to the performance of 
this d»ty, concerne not the matter in hand : only from the words 
wherein the former command is delivered, twothings may be © 
ſerved, 1, That the paternall teaching and inſtrution of families 
in things which appertaine to God, being a dxty. of the Law of 
Nature, remained in its fill vigor, and was not at all impaired, 
by the inftitution of a new order of Teachers for aſſemblies, be- 
yond domeſticall then eſtabliſhed : Neicher without doubt 
ought it to ceaſe amonglt Chriſtians, there being no other rea- 
ſon why naw it ſhould, but that, which then. was not «ffe- 
Ruall. 

Secondly, that the people of Ged, were not onely. permitted, 
but exjoyned alfo, to reads the Scriptures, and upon all occaſions, 
in their owne boxer, and elſe-where, to talke of them, or com- 
»4unicate their knowledge in them, unto others ; There had 
been then, no (ouncell at Trent to forbid the one, nor pcr- 
haps was there any ftrif# Canon, to bring the other with- 
in the compaſle of n Conyeaticle: But now for the /o/cnme 
publique teaching and inſtrufting of others , it was otherwiſe 
ordained, for this Was commirced to them in regard of .ar- 
dinary 
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dinary performance, who were ſet apart by GO D ; 43 for 0+ 
thers before named-: ſo alſo for that purpole, the Awrhor of the 
Treatiſe I before mentioned, concludeth that the people were not 
taughtat the pyblike aſſemblies by Prieſts, as /#eh, that 15,tcaching 
the people was no part of their office or duty : but on the contra- 
ry,that ſeems tobe 2 mans dty in the ſervice or worthip of God, 
which God requires of him,and that appertaia to his offce whoſe 
performance is expreſſely exjoyned unto him, as fuch, And for 
whoſe neg/e, hee is rebuked or panifeed : now all chis wee find 


concerning the-Prieſts pb/the reaching of the people: tor the pref 


of which the recitall of a few pertinent places ſhal ſuffice, Levir. 
10.11. We have an injunctionlaid upon Aaron and his fonnes, ro 
reach the children of 1/racl all the ſtatutes that the Lord had ſpoken 
to them by the hand of Moſes, And of the Levites it is athrimed, 
Dent. 33.10. They ſhall teach jacob thy ſtatures, and 1ſracl thy 
Law. Now though ſome reſtraine theic places to the dsſcerming 
of leprofies, and between boly and unhely, with their determination 
of difficulty emergent ouvot the Law, yet this no way impaires 
the-truth of that I sac#xd to prove by them tor even, thoſe thing 
beloaged to that kind of publike teaching, which was neceſſary 
-under that adminiſtration of the Covenant : but in ſtead of many, 
I will name ove not lyable toexception ; Ml. 2. 7. The Pricſts 
lips ſbould preſerve knowl-age, and they ſhould jeeke the Law 
at his month, for he « the meſſenger of the Lord of Hoits : where 
both a recitall of his own duty, chat he ſpowld be full of kno\vleage 
to inſtru, the iatimation of the people, that they ſpomld ſecke 
»nts bim , or givehecd to his tzaching with the reaſon of them 
both, for he is the Lords meſſenger, (one of the higheſt titles of 
the Miniſters of the Goſpell performing the ſame o:tice) doe n- 
bundantly confirme, that inſtru Zing of the people in the moral 
worſhip of God, was a duty of the Prieltly office,or of che Priefts 
« ſuch, Eſpecially conſidering the effe ot this reaching men- 
tioned, ver/.9. the turning of many from their iniquitie. The pro- 
per end of reaching in aſſemblies : all which we find exattly per- 
performed by an excellent Priclt, preaching to the people ona 
Pulpit of wood : Nekem. 8.5,6,7, 8. Further, for a negleRt 
of chi, the Pricits are threatyed with rejeion trom oo of- 
| ce: 
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tice: Hoſea4. 6. Now 1t doth not ſeeme juſtice, that'aman 
thould be par out of his office, for a neglett of that, whoſe per- 
formance doth not belong'unto it ; the farlr of every neglect; 
ariſeth from the deſcription of a duty: untill /omerhing then of 
more force, then any thing as yet I have ſeene, bee obzcRed to 
the Contrary, WE may rake it for granted, That the teaching of 
the people under the Law, mn publique aſſemblies, Was performed 
ordinarily by the Prieſts , 4s belonging to their duty , and office. 
Mn incu'd with pifrs ſupernatural , extraordinarily called, 
and immediately ſent by God himſelfe, for the inſtraftion of 
his people, the reformarion of his Church, and fore-refing things 
ro cone, fuch as were the Prophets, who when ever they met 
with oppoſirion, (taid themſelves upon their extraordinary cal- 
ling, come not within the _—_—_ of my difquifition. The #- 
fitution alſo of the Echooles of the Prophets, the employment 
ot the /onnes of the Prophets, the original of the Scrtihes, and 
thoſe other poſſe ſſowrs of Moſes Chaire in our Savioars time, 
wherein hee converſed here below, being neceſſarily to be hand- 
{ed in my Obſervations on the fore-named Treatiſe, 1 fhall 
omit untill more /ei/zre, and an enjoyment of the ſmall re- 
2aindcr of my poore Library, {hall betterenable me. For ths 
pre/enr, becaule treating in cauſa m—_ although wririrg with- 
out 4-okes, Þ hope 1 um not 'befides'the Trmrh: the Booke of 
Truth, praiſed bee Go b, is eafieto bee obtained, and Gop 18 
not tyed to meares, in diſcovering the trwth of that Booke. 
Come we then, to the confideration of what duty in the ſervice 
of Gon, beyond thoſe belonging unto ſeverall families, were 
permitred to any of the people, not peculiarly ſet apart for ſuck 
1 purpoſe. The Ceremoniall part of Gods worſhip, as we ſaw 
defore, was ſo appropriate tothe Priefts,' that God uſually ye- 
venged thearangretlion of that ordinance, very ſeverely, the Ex- 
ainpleSof. Uzz4ab and UVzziah, are dreadfull teſtimonies of his 
wrath in that kind.: It was an unalterable /aw,by vertue where» 
of, the Priefts excommunicated that OS. png King. For 
that whch' we chi: fly intend the publique reaching of others, ug 
to. ſome it was enjoyned, as an a of their dry, fo it tnight at 
fir3F fecme , that it was permitted = all, who-heving OP 
kncre-

chereunto, were called by charizy or neceſſitze; Sa the Princes 
of Fehoſhaphat taught the on: out of the Law of God, as 
well as the Prieſts and Levites, 2 Chron. 17.7, 89,10. fo allo 
Nehemiah, and others of the chiefs of the peopl? are reckoned 
among them who tavghr the people, Nehem.8.and afterwards, 
when Saint Paw! at any time entred into their $ Jnagegee; 
they never queftioned any thing bur bis abilities, if he had any 
word of Exhortation to. the people he might ſay ox : and the 
Scribe: quettioning the axthoritie of our Saviour for his reachs 
ing, were moved to #r, not becauſe he raxght, but becauſe he 
taught /o, and /ach things, with authoririe, and againlt cher rra- 
ditions, otherwiſe they racher troubled :hemſclves, to thinke 
how he ſhould become able ro reach : Mark 6.2,3. then him, 
becauſe he did; there are indeed many ſharpe reproofes in the old 
Teftament of thoſe who undertooke tro be Gods Meflcngers 
without his warrant,as Ferem.23.21,22. have wot ſent tbeſe 
Prophets, yet they ran: 1 have not ſpoken to them, yet they 
propheſied. But if they had ſtood in my connſell ,&Cc.to-Which,and 
the like places it may /atisfattorily be an{wered,that howlſoever 
by the way of ana/ogie, they may be drawn into rele, for theſe 
times of the Goſpel, yet they were ſpoken only inreference to 
them who tally pretended to extraordinary revelations, anda 
power of forezelliing things to come : whom the Lord fore- 
Warned his people of, and appointed pmniſoments for them, 
Dea. 13, with which fort of pretendeys that nation was ever 
repleniſhed, tor Which the very heathen often derided them : be, 
who makes it his employment, to counterfeir Gods diſpenſati= 
ens, had then no:more glorious worke to imitate then that of 
prophefie, wherein he was not idle : yet notwithſtanding all 
this, 1 doe.not conceive the former di/courſe to. be punually 
txwe in the {aticende thereot : as though it were permitted tO all 
mery Or 4x7 men, belides the Pricfts and Prophets to teach pub= 
Ukely call umes,and in all eſtates of that Church. 'Only I con- 
cciye that the uluall an{werogiven to the fore-cited places, when 
&bjced, arenot ſufficient: take an inſtance in one,z Chro. 17.0t 
the Princes of Zeboſhaphat teaching with the Pricſts:the Author 
of the beok betore inrimated, conceives that neither Prieſts nt 


Princes 


and. Peaple dilknguiſhed; 


Princes taught atall ma that way wenow treat of, bur only thar 
the Priefls rode circuic to adminiſter zudgemens, and had rhe 
Princes with them to do,execation;. but this interpeetation he 
borroweth only ro confirme his TeeTw Y:ud'&, that prog: did 
not teach as fxch,the very circumſtance of the place inforces « 
contrary /exce; and in the 19. Chap. there is expreſle mention of 
appointing 7 udges for the determination of civill cauſes in eve- 
ry City, which evidently was a diſtinf work diſtinguiſhed from 
that mentioned in this placc:& upo the like ground 1 coceive it to 
be no intimation of a moveableSanedrim,which although of tuch 
2 mixt conſticution, yet was not itinerant, and is mentioned in 
that other place: neirher is that other ordinary gleſſe more pro- 
bable, they were ſent to reach, that is to countenarce the teachi 
of the Law; a d«ty which ſeldome implores the afjiſtaree of hu- 
mane comntenance,and if for the preſentir did, rhe Kings a«rhe- 
rity commanding it was of morevalue then the preſence of the 
Princes, Beſides, there 1s nothing in the Text, nor the circum- 
ſtances thereof, which ſhould hold our this ſence unto us; neither - 
do we find any other rele, preccpr or praftiſe, whole analogie 
might lcad us to ſuch an iaterprezation: that, which ro me ſeemes 
to cone neerelt the tr mt 15 that they ranght alio, not ina mini- 
feriall way,like the Prieſts and Levict.bos imperially and.judi- 
cially decl..ring the ſenſe of the Law, the offences againlt it, and 
the 5uniſhments due to fuch oftences;elpecaally in as much as they 
had refcrence to che peace of the commmon-wealth:which differs 
not muck from that which 1 reſt upon, to wit, that in a collapſed 
and corrupted ſtate of the Church, when the ordinary teachers 
are either utterly ignorant and cannot, or negligent and will not 
pcrforme their dxty, gifer 1n any one 0 bea teacher, and conſent 
in others, by him to be taxght, are aluthcient warrant for the 
performance of it: and then this, the places cited out of the old 
Teſtament prove no more: For the proceedings of S* Pay! in the 
STnagogues,their great want of teaching ( being a people before 
forlaken of the Spirit & then withering) might be a warrant for 
them to deſire it,and his Apoſtolicall million for him to do it; It 
doth not then ar all from hence appeargthat there was they any li- 
berty of teaching in A granted wxt0, Or pled 
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by-any in ſuch an eftate of the Church, as wherein it owghe tobe: | 
when indeed it is rwinoxſly declining every ove of Gods ſervants 
hath a ſwfficient warrant to hclpe or prevent the fall : this lar- 
ter being but 2 common duty of zeale and charitie, the former 


. an Asthoritative a& of the Keyes, the Miniſter whereof 


is onely an inftrumearall age»r, that from whence 1t hath its ef- 
ficacy, reſiding in another, in whoſe fftead, (2 Cor. 5.19, 20;) 
and under whoſe perſon it is. done, Now who ever dorh any 
thing in anothers ſtead, not by expreſſe patent from himy-is 
plaine impoſtor ; and a grant of this nature made unto all in ge 
nerall doth not appeare. 1 am bold to ſpeake of theſe rhingrunder 
the notion of the keyes, though in the time of the Dal; for] 
cannot aſſent to thoſe Schoole-men, who will not allow that the 
keyer in any ſenſe, were grantedto the legall Prieſts ; their power 
of teaching, di/terning, judging, receiving in, and caltiig our, 
import the cthing, though the name ( no more then that of reg- 
num celorum, as Hicrom and «Auguſtin? obſcrve) be not to 
bee found in the O/a Teltament, And doubtlefle God rarified 
the execution of his owne ordinances in heaven, 1h2», as well 
aS now : What the immeatate effett of their ſervices Was , how 
far by their own force they reached ,and what they ry pified, how 1 
Senifi cation onely, and not immediatly they extended to an ads 
1/19 into, and excluſion from the heavenly Tabcraacle, and 
wherein ly:s the ſecrer poWer of Goſpell commiſſions beyond 
theirs to attaine the ultimate end, I have declared elſe-whcre. 
Thus much of what the ancient p-op/e of God diſtinguiſhed 
from their Pric/s might nor doe, now briefely of what they 
wght, or rather of what they cxght, and what-their obedience 
and profeſſion declared , that they thought themſclves obliged 
unto : private exhortations, rebukings, and ſuch diF.v25 of rhe 
law of Nature vcing preſuppofed ; we find them further, {peaks 
mg often, one to another, of thoſe things which concerned the 
feare, and worſtnp of the Lord, Afalac. 3. 15. by their bps fee- 
ating many with wiſedims:, Prov. 10. 21. N iſcour/ing of Gods 
[wes upon all occ iſions, Dear. 6. 6, 7, 8. By multitudes encou« 
raping each other tothe ſervice of God, Z2ch,8. 20, 21. Iſa.2.3s

files, for the cdification of his body : nor concerning the diffe- 
rence between them, who. were partakers ar "a of an extra- 
ordinary vocation, and theſe who ſince have been ca/led ro the 
ſame work in an ordinary manner, divinely appointed for the di- 
re&ion of the Church : neither yet. doth that diverſiry of the 
adminiſtration of government in the Churches, :hen when they 
were under the p/enitzde of Apoltolicall power, and now when 
they follow r«/es preſcribed for their re:glement, come.in my 


way. 
Finke, Who are the /abjef of the keyes in whom all that 
ſecondary eccleſiaſticall power, which is committed to mer 
doth reſide, after the determination of {@ many learned men, 
by cleere Scripture /;ght, ſhall not by we be called in queſtion :

Draw nigh unto Goa,and he will draw nigh ante 
you : Which acceſſe and approximation unto God, !eemed as be» 
fore was ſpoken to beuttered in 2//xſion to the Prieſts of the old 
Law, who had this Privi/edge above others in the publike wore 
ſrip, m which retpect oxy things then were typicall-.Since bee 
cauſe we enjoy that prerogative in the rr 4th of the thing ir {elfe; 
which they had onely in zype, we allo arecaBled Prieſts : andas 
they werefaid to draw n3gh in reterence to the reſt of the people; 
fo we,in reſpe& af chews, who are {trangers to the Covenant: that 
ow are {aid to be afarre oft, Epheſ.2.17. and hereafter ſhall be 
withourt,tor without are dogs,&C.Rev.22.15.thus this wetapho- 
ricall appellation of Prieſts 1s in the firit place an intimation of 
that tranicendent priviledge of grace and tavour, which Ze/#s 
Chriſt hath purchaied for every one that is ſanctified with the 
bloud of the Covenant. | 
2, We havean intereſt in this appellation of Priefs,by vertucof 
our #n10n with Chriſt,being one with our highP rieſt, we allo are 
Prie$ts:there is a twofold union between Chriſt & us: the one,by. 
his taking upon him our nature, the other, by beltowing on « 
his Spirit : for as in his Incarnation he took upon him our fleth 
and bloud by the work of the Spirit, 10 in owr regeneration he 


beſtoweth 
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beltoweth on ws his fleſh} and blood, by the operation of che 
ſame fpirie : yea ſo ftridt is this latter wwion, which we have with 
Chritt , that as the former is truly ſaid ro be a union of two'ne- 
tures ito one perſon, ſo th, porn ay re into one nature; for 
by it, we are made partakers of the divine nature, 2 Per.1.4. be- 
coming-wembers of bis body,of his fleſh,and of his bonts,Ephel.5.30.

many members, and all the members of that one body being many, 
are one body, ſo uu Chriſt, 1 Cor.12.12. and the ground ot this is, 
becauſe the ſame ſpirit is in him and 4, in him indeed dwelleth 
the frlneſſe of it, when « is beſtowed upon us, onely by meaſure :

many. error-& ſufpitions in an 100. yeeres crept into that Church, 
as did into ours of Engl/axdin 16, and yet I. cannot hercin give 
the commendation of ſo much as zna»/try to our /nnov.itors; ( 1 
accuſe not the whole Church, but particulars in it, _and that had 
ſeized themfelves of its authority ) becauſe they had 4 Plarforme 
before them, and materialls provided to their hand ; and there-

Briefely, cicher the thing is a he, 
and ſo itis caſie to faigne miracles, or the performance of it, is 
pure j#g/ing, and ſo it is caſie to de/nde poore mortals, Innume- 
rable of this /ort at the beginning of the Reformation, were dif- 
covered among the Agents, of that Wonder-vverking man of fin, 
by the bleſling of God upon humane endeavours; now from ſuch 
diſcoveries, a good conclufion may be drawne, againſt the doFring 
they deſire by ſuch meanes to confirme:for as God never worketh 
true miracles, but for the confirmation of the er=rh, ſo will not 
wen pretend ſuch as are falſe, but to perſuade that to orhers for 
a truth, which themſelves have jult reaſon to be perſuvaded is 1 
tye; now if this meanes faile, Thirdly, God himſeife hath ſet 
downe a rule of direttion for us, in the time of ſuch difficulty, 
Deut. 13. 1, 2, 3. 1f there ariſe among you a Prophet or Dreamer 
of Dreames, and giveth thee a ſigne or a vvonder, and the figne, or 
' the wonder come to paſſe, woherefore he ſpake nnto thee, ſaying, let

We ſhould have jueged our ſelves happy, if in the mpltitude of 
thoſe preſſures, wherewith our ltherties and eſtates have been invel; 
ved, cur coniciences might have eſcaped torture, it we might haye 
freely poſſeſt our ſoules without the urmoſt hazard of all the com. 
forts of this life; and bel:des what our {elves were ſure to undergoe, 
the exoo'ing of our Wives and Children to the fury of armed poyer. 
ty and unavoidable neceſſity. We never chought our ſelves totally 
enſlaved;till our conſciences were made to paſſe the inquifition.& an 
Oath which is under God, the onely ſearcher of our hearts, was made 
to be taken of us : We may jultly ſay of it; what /1rmntize Folrx did 
of that which the Pagans tendered to the Chriſtians ; that it was 
made, won ut verum averet, ſed ut mendac:um cogeret ; nay, wewe 
confident that ſome men which had already devoured the hope of 
our eſtates. were vexed to ſee themſelves dtiappointed by our raki 
ofit, It was time to look about us, when that thundering Ordinance 
had runs us ſuch a peale, and gave us a publike warning.piecs, 


that thole that did refute it, ſhou:d be declared publike enemies to -- 


the Religion, and the Country, and be cenſured and puniſhed as pros 
feſled Aaverſaries and Malignants, We wete not then to learne 
wha: mercy could be expected for ſuch an oftence, whicly had ſuffe- 
red ſo much before under the generall accuſation of malignancy 
alone, | 

I: is true, it was pretended for the removing of Neutrality, which 
might bave been done wichour an Oath; it withour ruine to-our li- 
berries and eſtates, we had been ſuffered to decla e nur ſelves: but 
the intent of ir doth evidenely appeare. to be the frl}-ngagement of 
our perſons to their party, that we might be made at leaſt equall of- 
fenders; or eiſe of our whole eſtztes to the maintainance of theit 
cauſe, that we might ſhare in the deepett miſeries; and though we 
mighr poſſibly have avoided the crime, yer we mutt have left ſuch 
hoſtages which could nor otherwiſe be provided for, as muſt of ne 
cefiity have made us 1rrecoverably ſufferers in the condemnation. 

What ſhould we now doe 1n ſuch difirefie > make ſhipwrack of 


eur faith and conſciences to preſerve our-eftates > or for our Wives 
and Childrens ſakes commit the blackeſt anne of perjury > our Re». 


_ higton doth abhorre from thoſe doings; our conſcience of an Oath 
would not ſnffer us to harboor ſagh a purpoſe : - We truft by what 


ws laye ſufferedalready, toletihe world underfiand, that out efiates: 
are. 


ſoules in taking of it. Secondly, to remove from us thoſe black an& 
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are not ſo deare nnto us ; and by L {4 we haye done in taking of this 
Covenant, to make our intentions appeare, to be farre from purcha- 
fing oar molt beloved rights with any ſuch iniquity. 

Wecounld nat look upon the Oath, but as a matter of greateſt cen. 
ſequence, and therefore being to walke upon the ridge of a rock on 
each ſids whereof was ſuch a precipice, as threatned ruine and de- 
firuction : We looked anxiouſly to tind out a path. if poſſibly any 
were to be founJ, in which we might bet preſerve our {elves from 
dargerouſly falling. We could by no meanes allow of their opini- 
ons, which ſeemed to bring reliete to many evenof tie compolersof 
it, which holds it Iawfull for every oneto take ir after his own ſenſe : 
We durit not tamper fo wich ſacred Vowes, nor open ſuch a gap to 
ele calie vio:@tion of the (trongeſt and moſt folemnve Nbligariovs ; 
if thoſe that wade it themſelves have aſſum'd that liberty, we to 
whom.ic is impoſed havebeen more wickedly abuſed : We have juſt 
caule co feare the lurking of Atheilme inthole devrhs of Satan : We 
doe beleeve there out co be ſuch perſpicuiry 11 an Oath, as that all 
fallacy of termes may be avoided, and that it ought to be taken accor. 
ding tothe plaine meaning of the words, 1f there be no decliration 
made of any other ſenſe by the ſame Authority that commands ir. 

Accordiog to this rule we have endeavoured to walk, anJ by com- 
paring one thing with another, have ſo reified our judgements,that 
weconcluded not to (acrifice onr lives and fortunes, to the doubts 
of other mens interpretations, nor yetto the wandring ſcruples of 
our owne conſciences, knowing that ſcrupuloſa conſcrentia naſcitur 
ex vitio, and ought to be determined where there 1s no maniteſt re. 
pugnancy, by chat authority which commands onr obedience. 

We confeſle the Declaration of the Synod added ſomething ro 
this our reſolution, not by any ſolid arguments,epcouraging us to rake 
it '\netther a:d the Covenanc ir ielie goe torth with that ſtrepgrh, 
and convincing evidence of truth and r1ghteouſneſle as we are told, 
unleſſe the ſtremgrh of it was placed in the rere. we meane the Ordi- 
nance thar denoanced fuch heavy execution againſt the refulers of ir : 
That which principally moved us to take it was mercy, not ſacrifice ; 
for unlefie t'1e whole matter of it had been demonſtrated unto us ''to 
h- infallibly acceptable nnco God, we cou'd not have any ſuch opt- 
nionof it : We are forbidden by the Law to powreoyle upon an 
'Ofering of remembrance, ( which callerh or ſinne co mind) put by 
%cling our thoughts, abd OO Sn feares with which we were 
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poſſeſt before, and caſting a brarch, though it prove but of a bryw. 
znto the way, waich likedrowning men to {ave our i1ves. We were. 
willirg to catch bold of, though ut prickt our hands :-We ſhall now 
rend.r a faithful account of our whole behaviour in the taking of it, 
We firlt calt our eye upen the generall Contents of the Covenant, 
2:2, The Reformation and defence of R-<l1gion, the honour and 
happine' e of te K1 g,the peaceand 'atery ot the three Kinglomes;

found ſome things which we well approved of; as inthe firſt, third, 
and app. ndix of the laſt Ari icie; other things of a doubrtu!l interpre- 
tation of harſh conſtruftion, and which did adminutter anco- us 
mat:erot feare and jealonlie, bur thar we ſaw them fo circamſcribed 
with cautions and limited with reſervations of the impoſers owne. 
framing. that we took our ſelves tuffi.i-ntly ſecured from any unjuſt 
a:'15n, either which we ſhould b nd our ſelves ro commit, or they 
could expect from us; and from both thele conſiderations we gathe- 
red thisreſo'utinn.; We enter imo Covenant to _detend Religion, 
Te Kings. anthority. the peace of the Kirgdomes; canwe doe 
thin againſt Religion. the King or the peace 2 ſhould we not wil 
the \ame breath he tworne and torſworne ? are thele the declared in- 
tentions of the Impoſers of ut, under whoſe power we are placed?

to preſerve the Rights: and Priviiedges of Parliaments and the 
Liberties of ihe Kinydome..

Andeycn of late dayes , what preſſures the Church 
hath ſuffered , in moſt places of Chriltendome, how the 
ploughers have ploughed long furrows upon their backs, 
how het fields have been ſowne with the bodies, & watered 
with blood of Gods Saints , the Ge/ocns and Eder of it, thar 
were {ometimes as the Gardens of God , turn'd now into A. 
celd:maes and Golpothaes, (] would I could fay that we in our © 
owne land had nor beene made to drinke dcepe of thiscup) 
whoſe heart biceds not to thinke of it > Certainly in many 
places, the Enemies have mightily prevailed. I, but yer for 
allthis, though they have prevailed over ſom? part of the 
Church ; over the Whole ( hurchthey ſhall never prevaile;

have an V6 ſtill, a hiding place to reſt in, though utbein 
the wilderneſſe. God wyl {till reſerve a remnant to himſcife, 
eyen inthe worſt times, chat ſhall worſhip him in ſincerity, 
and not kifſe the Caluesin Bethel , nor bow the knee to Baal, 
Againes Though the Charches Enemies: may now and

Peters Faith never 
utterly faild ; T'is true, It was ſhaken indeede, bur though 
concuſſa, yet not excuſſa, as T beophylatt ayes, though it 
were ſoake», it was not ſhiver'd; HMota,ſed non amnta, moved 
it was , but it was not removed: Capit areſcere , ſednou exa- 
ruit ; It Withered at the top, but it dyed not at theroote, In 
2. Tim. 4.S, St. Pant (ptakes of a Crowne of righteowſneſſe, 
that he ſayes he knew the Loyd would give him, Marke what 
he ad:!s; He ſaycs he would not give ic to. himonly,, but © c- 
very 04e that loved bis appearing. Had notcycry Chriſtian this 
priviiedge , his condition wereuncomfortable. But our hap- 
pineſle is, that whatever God or natute hath intended for 
the ſafety and conſervation of the whole , ſhall becommu- 
nicated and diſtributed to every part. If therefore no Enemic 
{ball ever prevaile agasnſt che Whole Cbmrch,;1 being a member 
of the Church , my confidence and comfort is , that none 
ſhall ever finally prevaile againſt m2. I.ct's allure our ſelyes,they 
ſballnot. Though they may preyailc over our /ives, they 
ſhall not . prevaiic oyer our /pirits, Though they ma 
reproch our names , and plunder our eſtates, and mang 
our bodics; they ſhallneyer doc any violence to our ſouls, 
' Nosthe Devill himl(clte ſhall never lay hand upon them, un- 
lefſe he could pluck them: out of Gods hand, He may bruiſe them 
with tentation , but he ſhall never brang thens to deftruttion, God 
has made us invincible, though be have no: made ws invuluerable. 
So thus you (ce the ſecond point; For Whom, or itt whole be« 
haltethe Apoltle makes this challenge. 

Inthe third and laſt place ; Obſerve. the matter about 
which he makes it. About the enemics being againſt the 
Charch. Who can be againſt us > (aics the Apolile. That's the 
challenge he makes. And how ag44»/t us, he ſpecifies inthree 
particulars. 1. In the 33, verſe. L2air avcnſabit 2 Who ſhalt 
accuſe Gods elett? or who ſhall lay any thing to their charge > None 
ſhall be abic tro doe that. He tells you why. Ron itis God 
that Pies #5, God is the Judge of all , and itis1n - the 
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udges powerto pronounce thoſe that are accuſed , either 
ſ or innocent. If God being the Judge , therefore will 
juſtifie us to be innocent, no accuſer can make us guil- 
ty. 
E Then-in the 34. verſe, Quis condemnabit? Who ſhall con. 
' demme ? None ſhal be able to doe that neither: He tells yoy 
why. Becauſe Chriſt is dead and 15 1 againe for us, C heiſt by 
his death and reſurre&tion hath acquited us from the (en- 
tence of condemnation. He became ſurety for us, and paid 
the debt that we owed. The death that we deſerv'd he (ut. 
fered , and being ſuffered by him, it cannot be charged upon 
us. What ever debt I owe, my Creditcur cannot condemne 
 meinit, if hethat undertakes to be my ſurety , have paid 
and diſcharged it. 
Thirdly and laſtly, inthe 35. verſe, 2»is /eparabit » fays 
the Apoſtle. who ſhall ſeparate us from the love of God?» Not 
ſhall any be able to doe that*either. He tells you why. Be- 
cauſe Gods love in Chriſt is unchangeable , therefore nothing can 
ſeparate from it, Many occaſions may (eparate friends here, 
and cauſe a diyerſion of their love. Burt whom God loves, be 
loves totheend + His love is as Him(clf is, ſubjeR to no yariz 
tion. 1am perſwaded nothing can ſeparate us from the love of 
God vo #1in Chriſt , asthe Apoſtle ſweetly in the cloze of this 
chapter. It then there be none that can «cc#/e us, nonerhat 
can condemme us ; none that can ſeparate us frem God , or Ged 
from us; we may boldly make the challenge that the Apolile 
here makes ; Ti x## 57 ; Who can be ora #5> Afﬀflicted the 
poore Church may be (as you heard before) but who ever 
afflifts her, none can overcome her, Enemics may ri/e #p againſt 
her , butnone ofthem ſhall prevaile agairſt her, T hats, 
they ſhall never ſo preyaile, as either to pervert her , or (ub 
vert her, They ſhall neither ſcare her from her profeſſion, 
nor ſupplant her from her peace. T hey ſhall neither bereave 
her of her Faith , nor deprive her of the reward ot her Farh. 
They ſhall neither ſtrip her of Grace , nor ſpoile her of Glo-

prove her 6:ft frizzuds, What cyer they tend roher hare , it 
ſhall turne to her good. As [o/eph to his brethren, hen you thowght 
exnll againſt me , God meant it 10 my good, Yo God will turne chat co 
the good of his Church , which her Enemics intend to her for e- 
viil. The plor that Hamman laid tor * Mordecai, and the lot that he 
caſt for che rooting out of the Jewes:, beſtde the miſchicte he 
broughr upon hunſclic by it , (it was like an Arrow ſhot uprig'1t, 
that tell downe upon his owne head) it tutn'd inthe end ro Mor 
decar's greater advancement , and tothe lewes greatcr enlarge- 
ment. And ſo ſhall every thing turne , that che Enenue plots and 
praiſes, to ruine any of Gods children, it ſhall turne tocheir 
oreacer good and glory in theend, It may for the time helpeto 
ler out ſome of their corrupt blood;but they ſhall afterward be the 
ſounderfor it. As it was-with Pherexs [aſon inthe ſtory ; one that 
had an Apoſthem growing within his body ; when an Enemic 
of his that thought: ro have killed him ran ac him with his ſword, 
it ſo happened in thethruſt, that the {word did only prick che A- 
poſtheme ; and by that meanes profmir hoſtis, his Enemic did him a 
betrer curn, then all bis Chirurgions could doc him. Gladio vos

Phareoh found it ſo, when he oppreſt and attt;Cted che 
Ifraclites ; The wore he afflifted them,{aics the texr,the more they nuwl- 
tiplied and gre. £x94, 1.12, And Herod tound it ſo after his 6ebead- 
ding of Iames , and impriſoning of Peter, The fercer he Waxt, the

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I anſwer: God has abundantly done it ſeverall wayes; and thoſe 
both ordinary, and extraordinary. Ordinarily he has done it vi. 
res ſuppeditando, by ſnpplying her with ſuch a proportionable mea- 
ſure of power and ſtrength, as ſhe has beene able rodeale upon & 
quall termes with the {trogeſt of her Enemies , and to make her 

Aart good with them,1n therr hottelt conflicts and aſſaults, for 

icy, for puiſlance, for number, tor power, it has many times fa 
out, that the Churches proviſion , have nor beene a whit interi. 
our to any of her Enemies. 

But his extraordinary wayes are more remarkeable. God has 
many times uncouth and cxtraordinaty wayes.ſuch as none could 
cver havcexpeCtted, invented, imagined, to bting his worke and 
purpoſe about , 2s for the peace and ſatery of his Churchyfo for 
the dilipation.and confuſion of thoſe that have beene her Adyer- 
ſaries. 

I, Hehas doneit, anmms conciliando; by meckning the hearts of 
her Adverſarics,and by ſweetly attempering them toa placid and 
pcaccable diſpoſition. When the wayes of a man pleaſe the Lord, (ayes 
Solomon, he will make his Enemies his frierds, Eſau, though hecat- 
ry the heart of an Enemic toward facob,yet he ſhali looke uponhin 
when he meets him , with the face of a friend, The ſtroakes and 
wounds that perhaps he intended, and threatned , they ſhall be 
turned into kifles and ſmiles. You ſee what a ſtrange way he 
brought the Children of /rae! our of their Babyloman captivi« 
ty. I he P/almiſt (ayes, He turned their captivity like the water of the 
South. And how was that? That was by the thawing of che Snow 
that had lyen all the winter frozen and congeald upon the topsof 
the Icic mountaines. When at the returne ofthe Spting.the heat? 
of the Sun had m-lred and difloived it, it brought ſtore of waters 
down mto the dry places of the South,ſo turned the barren deſarts 
of it into ſtanding pooles. Thus God turned the captivity of 
his peaplc. He caufed the hearrs ot thoſe hearhen Princes, Cy7*%, 
and eArraxerxes, and the reſt under whom they had beene held 
Caprives, torelent and melt toward them.ſo as they licenced then 
to depart, and to returne peaceably into their owne land; And no 
lefle ſtrangely by the Chriſtians , in the times of the primitive 
Chucch , when they had ſuffered long perſecution under: erucu- 
lent and bloody Tyrants ; God atlaſt mollifyed theit hearts,made 
them of Wolves to become Lembs, cnclined divers of thoſe peric- 
cuting Emperours, Aarzay, and Traian, and Severns, and caval 
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out of tender compaſſion to recall thoſe cruell edits, that they 
had publiſhed againſt rhe poore (\briftians, not ſuffering themro 
be exccuted wich ſach rigour, as formerly they had beene, and in 


the end reſtored peace to his Church, He that hath the bearts of all Pro. 21. 1. 


men in his hand, can turne them, as he pleaſes, like rivers of waters, 
2. He does it,terrorem incutiendo, by triking terror and feare in- 
co the hearts of the enemy, that they dare not drive on, to do the 
miſchiefe they would doe. In £x04.2 3.28. 1 will ſend the hornet be- 
fore thee ſays the Lordgthat ſhal drive out before thee the Hivgte & the 
Canaanite, What Hornet was it that he meant ? See the verſe be- 
fore going ; 1will ſend my feare before ther,aud will deſtroy all the peo. 
ple to whom thou ſhait com*. The terrour and feare with which God 
often ſtrikes the hearts of his enemies it is like the ffivg of a Horner, 
that takes away their ſpirit and courage from them, and makes 
them flee 1 h:n none purſues them, Thus in En 11m2, when the 
Syrians with a huge Army came to make warte againſt 1/rae/, 
God made them heare 4 noy/e of Chariots,and a noyſe of Horſes: 8 the 
very feare of this ſo amaz'd them, as they left all they had in their 
rents, and fled for their lives. Thus Sax/ was reſtrain'd from do- 
ing any hurt unto Pavia, by reafon of the tcare that God ſtrake 
his heart withall. He was afraid of Dani, ſaies thetext, becauſe he 
ſaw that the Lord was with him, And thus the Iews were-reftrained, 
even for 5 we of the people, from laying hands upon Chriſt, when 
they would have apprehended, and put him to death. Strange to 
{ce, how great ones doe many times ſtand in feare of thoſe that 
are meaner then themſelves, thoſe who, one would think, ſhould 
rather ſtand in feare of rhemz and how tew in number Godcan 
make to diſperſe exceeding great multitudes. As 7onarhax ſaid to 
his Armornr-bearer, when they two, and no more, creeping upon 
their hands and knees, berweene the teech of thoſe two rockes , 
that were in Bozr< and Seneh,diſcomfited a Garriſon of the Phils- 
flims; There is no reftraint to the Lord to ſave by many, or by few.God 
promiſed his people that it ſhould be ſo; that he would ſtrike ſich 
teare inco the hearts of their enemies, that five of rhem ſhould chaſe 
a bundred,and a hundred of them put ten thogſand to flight. Levit,26 3.

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As for Us, We protelit before God and the whole world,that to

And hereupon We graciouſly admoniſh and exhort all our

and Soulditers, that they will continae firme and ſtedfaft in the 
loyalty and obedience which next unto Gol they oweunto

obeyſance, but rather valiantly take armes in hand, oppoſe Him 
in }1 places and times, beate Him back, and thereby fhew unto 
Us with unwearyed care and with undaunted courage all due 
ebcdic1ice.

to the Foetſtoole of ſcorne, and the Footftoole (we K ; 
frument of uſe as well as ftate, av it beat6s, ſo it raiſes , as 1t yec 
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to, ſo it eaſes, nor doth fin, bur, as ſhrinke and ſuffer under the 
weight of Gods vengeance, {o, raiſe and advance the Majeſty of his 
powerand wildome, that can trample on it , and yet make uſe of it 
roo : a good Workman we fay makes ſome uſe of every chippe or 
ſhred, and a wiſe man makes as much uſe of his enemies as friends, 
power and wiſdo ne are more ſeen in making , then in finding a way 
to their ends, in bringing light out of darkneſſe, meat out ef the eater, 
turning an Enemies point 1nto his owne boſome ( as God doth in 
puniſhing fin by ſin) ſome have advcntured to conclude that God 
had never ſuffered the Divill to have tempted man at firſt , but to 
make way by his fail to his redemption , and thercin the more fitly 
and fully totriumph over the Divelis pride and envy , in a nature 
inferiour to that of his : What raggs doth God often rwiſ into 
ropes to /ift his Jeremnes ont of the D ungeon. 

3. Equity of puniſhment : It is the equity,the very juſtice it ſelfe 
of j»ſtice, to hold a proportion (as of meaſwre {o) of kind too, be- 
tweenthe ſin and puniſhment ; and what fuller higher proportion 
then when the ſin and puniſhment are fins both ? though God take 
no pleaſure in the death of a ſinner, yet, after his ſo often repeated, 
Why Wil! yee dye,he will needs dye, he feems often to take a jult plea- 
ſure in the 9zanner of his dying : Indas if his bowels be wanting to- 
wards others, they ſhall be ſo to himſclfe roo, and that both in his 
life and death, He hanged himſelfe, and his bowels gujhed out. Saul 
will not conſult God in his /ife , he ſhall therefore conſult a wirch 
about his death : and he that had ſo often in his life attempted torun 
his ſervant D avid through with his [peare, ſhall jultly beg the ſame 
death of another {ervant of his at his end: . Pharoah had made 
the river guilty of the bloud of the Hebrew infants , his firlt plague 
ſhall therefore bee the rivers being turned into bloud: hee that 
had made fo many Women childleſſe, is juſtly puniſhed by the barr en- 
»eſſe of his ondy child, his dewghter, and that her adopted 1ſracliti/h 
ſonne Moſes ſhall revenge on him the io of all thoſe naturall 
ſonnes of Iſrael : eAdonibezck is juſt ſo ſerved, as he had done by 
the other ſeventy Kings : Elymas the (orcerer that would have 
blinded the Depmty, is himſdte ſtruck with blindseſſe : and that 0- 
ther ſorcerer Magus, qui pennas aſſumpſerat , plantas amiſit, ( 234 
Father ſpeaks) he that would needs have wings to flie with , ſhall 
not have feet to go on, he fell in his ambitious flight (ayes the ſtory)

The »/es of this Do@rine are. 

1. Of confwtationof thoſe Popiſh,and cArminian Doftrines, which 
alow God no other power about fin, but what is barely permiſſive or 
deſcriive , (at moſt) which are indeed fo farre from any effuxes or 
exerciſes, as that they are but reſtraints, ( at leaſt ) ſufperions of 
per : I confeſſe Beltfarmine ſeems to acknowledge another power, 
| whereof he makes Hgo de Viftore the inventer, which if he would 
ſtand to, would amount to no lefſe then that diſpofirive ordinative 
power, before ſpoken of: he uſes the very fame words, but retracts 
, andeats them againe in thenext line, with an idqwe modo non poſitive 

ſed permiſſive, but ſo { ſaies he) as God doth it not poſcrively , but 
onely permiſſively,as it the word 4&fpoſitive did not include fomwhat 
that is poſirive, and not barely permiſſive. = 

So enforcedly injurious 2nd deftruQive is this Dodrine of Gods 
bare permiſſion of ſin , to his i1finitene(ſe and ommipotence, that Vor- 
fin plBcly denyes Gods i»finirneſſe in reſpeRt of limits to his pre= 
ſence, and ſome of our own late Arminians have done no lefle by his 
infinitneſſe, in reſpeR of limits to his power , denying God to have 
a rr fiſt able power towards mans Will, and if reſiftable, "tis ſo farre 
from emmipotence, that *tis no longer any power at all they think D a- 
vid Stoicall when he tells us that Godin the day of his power makes 
hrs people willing, they will not ſee how God who made the will can 
%termine it without enforcing it , and yet cannot but ſee that 
G:d5 owne will towards good, as free as it is , yet it is ſo determined 
thereto, that he cannot will any thing but good , and that it 15 not a 
neceſſity of certainty, but coattion that violates the wills freedome .

It was Cicero's complaint on 
Homer , that whereas he ſhould tave drawne up Earth to Heaven, 
1. taught men to livelike the Gods, he ar ew d.wne Heaven to Earth, 
raught the Gods to live like mengin murders,rapes and thefts : It nay 
be juſtly our complaint on theſe men, they fancy Gedas an earthly 
K ing, with his Conrtiers and Favoarites about him, at a diſtance 
from his other SubjeRs, blajphemouſly making hin ( as intheir Pj- 
Rures, ſo) in their cpinions, an e/d moody man , ſuch another as Ely 
was, letting paſſe many a thing in his gover»ment , as ſo much waſt 
water that runs beſide the coarſe Of h1s providence , which hee can 
makeno uſe of, and therefore winks at : thus (as Tertalian of the 
Romane Senate, rejeQting our Saviour Chriſt from being one of their 
Gods) Deus þ hominibs non placuerit non erit Deus, where Gods go- 
verniment pleaſes not them, he ſhall have none,rather then not make 
his government full as they think of humanity , they will empty it 
(and him both) of Divinity,.i. i»finirneſſe,1f hee will not preferre 
mans good before his own glory, it ſhall be taken from him ; the very

that he ſhould not fal(as toD avid)he gives a unan over to fal fromone 
wickedneſſe to another , and ſets Satan at his right hand to tempt him, 
(as David imprecates, whether on Judas or Doeg ,. or ſome other 
ſworneenemy of God ) When D avid will ſtudy a C#r/e, for ſucha 
oneitis, Let hu T able be made a ſnare to him, and the things of his 
wealth an occaſion to him of falling : yet if God kill me (with 10b) 1 
will 
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will truft in him, but if he will not ſo much as 4:/, that he may ave, 


not ſo much as ki/t a man himſelfe, but put him over into the hands 
of the Devill and of thoſe worlt exemics and execution?rs,thoſe of 1

Wien the three great judzements are propoſed to D avids choice, 
his an{wer is, Let me fall tnto the hands of God , and not of man :

a mars own, and thence into the Devils? For Satan to ſtand at a 
mans right banl, to make him tall from one Wickedueſſe to another 
when a man 1s put into the hands of his Execnrioner , before he 
knowes of his condemnation : when God (after all ways for a mans 
amendment failing) comes to that expoſtulation in the Prophet Z- 
ſay, Why ſhould 1 ſmite any more , ſeeing he falls away more and 
more ? and thence, to that reſolution in the Prophet Ezechie/, 7 
will take away my jealouſie, and 1 will be arigry no more. Vox eft he- 
firantts (layes eAmbroſe on the place) & non habentis in promptu 
quid ftatuat : The words of a hopelefle anxious father, that had 
tried all wayes with his diffolute ſonne, counlel'd, correRted, warn'd, 
watch'd, and wooed him too, by all the wayes of providence and in- 
dulgence, that he could uſe ; hardened, and ſlackened, and opened his 
hand towards hia) to the utmoſ?, and all in vaine , he falls at laſt to 
this his laſt reſolution, 1 will xtterly rid my hands of him , and Wipe 
him quite out of my thoughts , and let his owne ryot be his rod 
and 1uine.

worle then the privation : pos the Wicked ( (ayes David) God will 
raine ſnares, of all ſhowers (next to that of fire and brimſtone) a 
ſhower of ſnares is the worſt, a ſhower of blond (ſuch as we have 
now ſtoreof) is nothing to it. 

3. Trill, or diſcovery, who they are that ordinarily fall under 
this kinde of vengeance, the parimert of fin by fin, the heavieſt of 
all other judgments on this ſide hell : we will not go out of the Text 
to find them, they are more e(pecially;theſe foure forts, the ſen/aal, 
the ſecure, the wilfnll, and the deceirfull.

(as the Apofile ſpeaks) to /aſervriouſneſſe, to worke uncleanneſſe with 
greedinefſe, that make Delilahs lap their «Abrahams boſome. Intem- 
perance 'tis molt- what no lefle morally,then naturally puniſh'd with 
its own ſurfeit, digs its own grave with its own teeth , makes its 
own throat its own ſepelcher, is its own rod and whipping-poſt, or 
ratherhalter, whereta the very ſwandge it takes ſtrangles it , f#/t 
and puni/hmeat both. 

2. The ſecare, that can ( with Ahab) leepe out in fin all E/;ahs 
and Gods thunder, and accounts him an enemy that would awaken 
him , that ſo he leepina whole skin, no matter for a ſound conſci- 
ence ; that (with Yice/as) proclaims alrum filentinm Bells , that

3. The wilfull and incorrigible : belides Eliah's warnings and 
threatniwgs, eLFhab had felt Gods hand too, firſt, ina three tt fa- 


mine, 
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mine, then in 2 fiege of thirty two Kings, and aſter that againe a 
fchreſſe, but all will not ſerve the turne ro make him ſtoope,, and 
thercfore after all , and not till- after all , comes it to this queſtion , 
Who ſhall per[made Ahab to go mp to fall ? God hangs not out this 
his laſt black flag cf ruine, untill he hath firſt diſplayed his white one 
of warning, and then his red one of warre : nv man whom God 
hath not firſt made triall on by his edge of aMi&ion, doth he thus 
turn his own point upon to wound himſclfe with. 
4. The decesrfull ; eAbab before he is thus puniſhed by fin for 
x, had not onely in former judgments felt Gods hand , but tcigned 
himſelfe humbled under it, with promiſe of amendment , he renr his 
cloaths, and put on ſackloth, and faſted and lay in [ackloth, and went 
{ftly ; but he returns again to his vomit, and (with the hypocrite in 
166) cries no longer then he is a binding, ſees God no longer then he 
feels him : take heed of playing thus faſt 'and looſe with God , take 
heed after a recovery, of leaving devotion behind in the ſick bed a- 
ſeep, untill the death-bed waken it : *twill be ſure (I confefſe) to 
be found there againe, but how? no orher moſt-what then as a pawn 
of vengeance ,ſeldome xedeemed after ſodeſiperate a forteirure, ſo long 
nd multiplying a ſcore ot fin upon fin,and cach of them both puniſh- 
ment and fault :take heed of going on (with Za/aam) in an ill courſe, 
after God hath mer us in ſome ftraight,and yet a narrower way to di- 
vert us, and,'to ſave our heads, daſp"'d owr feet againſt (ome ſtone, to 
|t us fee we are not in his wayes, ſpecially if we have (with him) 
bowed down our heads, and: falne on our faces,and acknowledged the 
perverſnefſe of our wayes, with ſemblances and overtures of retu'n;

* Firſt for that of truth, ard the underſtanding : as vertue is call'd 
the verity of the will, ſo is verity the vertue of the undcrſtanding ; 
even the Philoſophers (the Platoniſts eſpecally ) require two things 
(as preparatives 1n the underſtanding ) towards the ſearch of truth, 
Light, and Love : light makes it receptive of truth , love makes it 
purſuttull after it : Truth is defin'd to be conformiras intellefius 
cam re, When (as the Philoſopher ſpeaks ) ex cognito & cognoſcente 
fit #num, when the underſtanding in its Idza of the objec is made 
as it were the counterpane of the thing it apprehends, which cannot 
be done without /ight, and /ove, the one having a faculty of repre- 
{cnting, the other of transforming ; as in the ſight and hearing there 
15 requiſitean internall and implanted light and ayre, whereinto the 
objec isrecerved, repreſented, and whereby conveighed ; fo in the 
underſtanding there mult be an innate and organicall light, wherein 
the obz<& mult be repreſented before 1t can be underſtuod.

faith unto me, that Will 1 ſpeake : if the Devill can but once get a P1- 
late in the diſcharge of his conſcience ſervilely afraid of being Ce- 
fars enemy, he knowes there is no ſtop on this ſide hell, he can make 
him Gods enemy, and his own flave at pleaſure ; it he can get a Ba- 
lam but once to have a ſtronger deſire to ſerve the Kings twrne, then 
Gods will, he can quickly get him to ſerve his owne turne, if not by 
the downright battery of a rxr/e, by the more dangerous fide-blow 
of a ſubtill piece of comnſel, ten to one more pernicious then the 


other. 
The Reaſons of this Dotrine may be taken from favs temper, 


the D evils cunning, and Gods juſtice.

bly preparatory no eſſe to Popery then Tyranny : but here it may be 
wondred at by ſome, how Popery,ſoevidently deſtructive as it is to 
Temporall Monarchy ,comes tobe thng a ſticker for its abſolutencſle 
of command ? but the wonder will be ſoon over , if we well confi- 
der that that Religion is therefore contented to make Subjects {laves 
to Kings, that thereby Kings may be ſo much the greater ſlaves to 
the Pope: What great matter is it for Papilts to fight for the making 
of Kings abſolute towards their owne Proteſtant SubjeRs, while 
not onely Kings thereby become clyents to Rome, but Rome ſo 
munch the abler to be a Patronefle to themſelves , they have cauſe to 
took ſor more favour from Rewiſh Bulls, then from Engliſh Lawes, 
othetwiſe; what a riddle is it (if Kings would ſee.1t) that the ſame 
men ſhonld at once-tight for x Kings Soveraignty, and denye his Su- 
premacy ? fight for him with whom they &are-not pray ? nay, 4- 
gainſt whom they muſt pray, if they believe the Popes annual Ea-

conſent or law muſt beadmitted into the leaſt concurrence, nothing 
but immediate Divinity, inaugurate, inthrone Monarchy : on the 0- 
ther ſide againe, ſolittle h#,that no derivation from him,oothing un- 
der a j125 divinum, muſt pontitficate their juriſdiction , nothing but an 
immediate providentia divine Will ſerve turn to independentate thei:

e2ouths too, and onely for ſpeaking the rr«rh , Gods truth , that of 

his owns 2:i/iox, and therefore how juſtly are they now (with Zed. 
kiah ) faine to creep into an tnner chamber, to hide their heads in. 

_ tells vs, that Zedkiah ſtrooke Macaiah,ſo much the more 
ro confirme the King againſt his Propheſic, 'alcadging, when he had 
ſtretched ont bus hand, frill unwithered, after the blow , that if Micai- 
ah hea been a true Prophet, his hand would have withered, (as lerobe- 
«ms did, after he had ſtruck the Lords Prophet. ) 

However , {o much worſe were theſc our pretended Xe ſſen- 
gers of God , then thoſe of Sas/, that whereas they being ſent to 
lay hands on D avid, fell apropheſying , theſe ſent to prophetic , fella 
laying hands on David, ſuchas Davidand Aficaiab here, the true 
Prophets of the Lord, and if they did not bragge to the King, that 
their hands ſtill not withſtanding withered not, ſome of them at 
leaſt bragg'd of ftrerching their hands out,not only to the utter rooting 
_ ur taniſme out of this whole ]ſland,but as farre 44 to New Eng- 
land in its parſuit. 

But the hands of theſe Zedkiahs God hath ſhortened, and the cor- 
rivall eArke hath given this D agon ſo ſorea fall, that both the hand; 
and the feer too, whereby it was wont to ſtrike and rrample on 
Gods Micaiahs, are broken off with the fall, and it remains no better 
then inutile lignum, a uſcleſle regardleſle trunk. ; 

The ſame Author tells us, that this Zedkiah perſwaded the King 
of the falſhood of this Propheſic of Micaiah, concerning his fall at 
Ramoth Gilead, from its diſagreement with that former one of E- 
liah, in the place where dogg licked the blood of Naboth, ſhall dogg? 
lick:thy blood, eventhine , although both agree exatly , and are c- 
qually true, for though he received his wownd and death at Ramoth 
Gilead: yet the blood that there ſtuck upon his Chariat , Was when it 
came to be waſhed in Samaria, licked by the dog gs there. 

' Not have theſe Zedkiahs of our time more out-dope this their pat- 
terne, inthat'their Monopoly of the miſſion of Gods fpirit , foremen- 
tioned, in their puſhing on the King towards his ruine, by thoſe iron 
hornes, in their laying violent hands upon all who werenot h,and 
ſo their Prophets, in the unwitheredneſſe of thoſe hands, ſtill lifted 
up and ſtretched out with greater glory and confidence of ſucceſſe, 


_ thenin this pretenceof diſagreement between Gods Prophets among 


them 
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themſdves.and eſpecially between the Micaiah'7of theſe our times, 


and thoſe Eliah's of the former age, the firſt Reformers cf Religion, 
and grand Champions ,again{t the Baaliſmes of Queen Afaries days, 
that (with E/:2h) rode fo triumphantly to heaven in fiery chariore : 
As if the improvement of what they faw, werea concluding them 
blinde, as if a coveting what 1s more excellent, were a calling good 
evil, even Eliah himfelfe, and he who came in his ſ#irit (then whom 
there Was not 4 greater among men) were but fore-runners of afuller 
Reformation ; and were ſo farre from envying or deſpairing it in fu- 
ture, that it was their profeſſed joy and expeRation, having (with 
Moſes ) been anely ſuffered to ſee from thoſe bounds of the everlaſt- 
ing hills of Golls promiſes more of the milke and honey of Canaan, then 
what they were admitted to enjoy : though there aroſe not a Prophet 
ſence in 1ſrael like wnto Moſer, yet was it reſerved for others to 'poſ- 
ſeſſe what he but at a diſtance ſaw. 

Chriſt hath therefore in his prayer ſet us for the doing his Fathers 
W:4, a patterne no lower then that of heaves, that we (hould not 
take up at any 0x #/tra*s here on carth : this is not the place to build 
T abernacles 1n,cither for continuance, or content in what looks to- 


. wards heaven, heenvies the happineſle of earth, and flights the per- 


feRion of heaven, that feares they may by too neare an approach en- 
terfere or daſh - Jet it ſtill be the vaine brag of Rome, to think ſhe 
cannot erre, and therefore needs not reforme : antiquity in a parti- 
cular Church (ſpecially in matters of Diſcipline)hath been ſo farre in 
the judgment of Proteſtants from a mark of truth or ſoundnefle,that 
'tis rather an occaſion of juſt jealouſie , that through peace and want 
of powring from veſſell to veſſel! , ſhe hath gather'd areggs, and 
through eaſc and plenty contracted at leaſt ſome y»f and crudities, 
and hath ſome way or other warp'd with lying ſo long ſtill. 
Beſides, he that ſhall wdll confider the conjunRure of time where- 
in that firſt reformation was wrought,ſome tops of hills onely new - 
ly appearing from under a floud of Popery : if Noahs ſeven precepts 
then be not as full as Moſes his ten Commandements, no marvell , 
(ſpecially) in the raigne but of a woman { though a Deborah ) and 
that, threatned on all hands, no leſſe then her brothers, with commo- 
tions at home,and warres from abroad, her alliance too not great at 
home, and lefle absoad,and not onely her ſex.and religion, vut her Ti- 
tle, and even her birth (though up) ey murmured at at home, and 
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no lefſe acquarrelled by Spaine and the Empire, incenſed by her mo- 
thers marriage, and fathers fore-going divorce ; he (I ay) that ſhall 
put all theſe together, will rather wonder that thoſe Reformers did 
{3 much, then that they did not al, however weare told, the path of 
the righteous "tis that which ſhineth more and more unto the perfeft day, 
2. A uſeof Cantion, to warne us (with the Apoſtle) that we be 
wot the ſervantaof men in what Chrift ( or but the Lawes of the 
Land under him ) have made «s free : it may be thought by ſome no 
other then a giddie faRtious relique of that old Tribunitiall turbulency 
of ſpirit which coſt old Rome fo deare, that under theclaime of Li- 
berty hath plung'd this miſerable Kingdome thas deep into bloud ; 
but they are deceived, this common word T7 he Liberty of the Sub- 
4 is not ſo meeily proprietows, or popular and humerous as ſome 
would have 1t thought : Religion it ſelfe (at leaſt) in the ſafety and 
freedome of its profeſſion, depends upen it. We fee by the DoQtrine
